eo BUREAU OF ENGRAVING AND PRINTING, WASHINGTON, DC 
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LIGHT AND DARK GREEN 
VARIETIES OF THE 
COMPEX ’87 CARD

The COMPEX 1984 Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing card was issued 
in Chicago on May 25. IB LOOKRAS 
special interest in this’ card, 
since it was issued on my birth- 
day. It depicts an engraved block 
She Sour elk tiie Scotts "No s'n7 29 
Chicago Century of Progress stamp 
issued May 25, 1933 in honor of 
the Century of Progress Exposition 
held in Chicago that year. Also 
included is an artist’s rendering 
of Fort Dearborn and a map illus- 
trating what was called the North 
West during the period from 1760 


to 1836. General Winfield Scott 
used this fort during the Black 
Hawk War. He is shown on the $100 
Interest Bearing Notes, Series 
1861 and several U.S. postage 
stamps. Vignettes of General 
scott produced by the Bureau are 
also occasionally available at 


auctions. 


The 1-cent stamp shown on the card 
and a 3-cent stamp with a dif- 
ferent design were also issued in 
imperforate souvenir sheets of 25 
in compliment to the American 
Philatelic Society for its August 
1933 Convention. Perhaps the most 


interesting fact about this card 
is that the stamp vignette was 


printed in two very distinct 
colors, a bright yellow-green, 
which is close to the color of the 
original stamp, and a darker 
green, closer to the green on 
today’s dollar bills. 

Many Bureau cards have slight 


shade differences, but philatel- 
ists would distinguish the COMPEX 
cards as having distinct colors 
with separate catalog listings. I 
wrote to the Bureau asking them 
how this happened and quote the 
following item from a letter from 
Linda Coleman, a member of the 
Bureau’s internal affairs staff: 


"The 1 c Restoration of Fort Dear- 
born image (Century of Progress 
issue) was printed in green by the 
intaglio process. During the 
printing of this souvenir card 
there was some difficulty in 
attempts to arrive at the correct 
shade of green ink and several 
inks were manufactured and used.” 


Barry Fox of Quality Coins was 
told the different color was 
printed on one night shift using 


the wrong ink, and it was decided 
not to destroy the cards so 
produced. 


Both dark green and bright yellow- 
green cards were available May 25 
in Washington and Chicago, because 
I have seen show cancelled and 
Visitors Center cards in both 
colors. The POC version of the 
card is also to be found in both 
colors. The print run was 20,000 
and a total of 4046 mint and 1751 
CTO were sold. As is their prac- 
tice, the Bureau would have re- 
tained fifty additional cards in 
its records retention department. 
Remaining cards would have been 
destroyed. 


The first official report of the 
variety I became aware of was in 
Don Hitchecox*: cartiche oan the 
Winter 1984 Journal. Taking into 


account the two colors at least 
one of these cards must in fact 
have the lowest number printed of 
all recent non-"proof” cards. 
Which is” rarer? I personally 
believe the light green is less 
common, since most dealers stock 
the dark green card. Bell lists 
the bright yellow-green at $17.75 
and the dark green at $13.84. I 
feel these cards merit separate 
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SCCS listings. I suggest you 
make sure you have a copy of 
each, since they may well appre- 


ciate in value significantly when 
it becomes clear how difficult it 
is to obtain both cards. 


One final note -- unlike many 
recent cards, the COMPEX ’'84 
cards do not show any paper dif- 


ferences under ultraviolet light.

AN ALTERNATIVE WAY OF COLLECTING SOUVENIR CARDS

Some time back, about the time (1981) the SCCS was 
formed,our founder and President, Curt Radford, conduct- 
ed a poll of the membership in an effort to establish a 
definitive and comprehensive numbering system for 
identifying souvenir cards of the United States. 


Scott was, and still is, incomplete, as they only deal with 
philatelically oriented cards. Bruns’ catalog, Catalog of 
United States Souvenir Cards, published in 1980, sepa- 
rated the cards into USPS and BEP (“with a section on 
United Nations Souvenir Cards”) products, even though 
we all know that the USPS cards were printed by the BEP, 
but the distinction allowed some means of compensating 
for the Scott discrepency. Then too, there were other lists, 
by dealers, probably the most obvious was that produced 
by Russ Bell from California. 


| liked Bell’s simple chronological listing, but, as Curt’s 
survey would seem to indicate, the “majority” was in favor 
of a separate numbering system for each “type” of card 
(presumably allowing for selective and “complete” col- 
lecting) and, thus, the SCCS “numbering system” was es- 
tablished. For the benefit of any members who function/ 


collect chronologically “across-the-board,” | present, 
herewith, a listing of cards cross-referenced to Scott's, 
Bell’s, and three (3) of the SCCS lists. [Please note: In the 
SO’s listing, | do not include those cards printed by other 
than U.S. security printers, eg. the Canadian Bank Note 
Company, and, | do not include the “Forerunners,” for the 
simple reasons that (1) | have no idea of the first date of 
issue of most of them; and(2) the numbers keep changing 
as new items are unearthed.] 


Finally,acommenton the “name” of the card. As we are all 
well aware, some cards do not have an apparent name on 
their “face,” while some cards have an “applied” name to 
represent the show/event to which they relate, which 
have, rightly or wrongly, become the “name” of the card. 
Even when the card “shows” a name, subsequent 
references may not relate thereto. Without some kind of 
reference, this can become confusing. Further, without 
some kind of date reference, for collectors of FDOI, this 
can become very confusing! Hence, this list. Any help in 
identifying the actual “first days,” where indicated “OO,” 
and/or corrections to the listing, would be appreciated.

SOUVENIR CARD ERRATUM 


Donald W. Hitchcox 
(SCCS 2) 


A series of spectacular errors has been found on the 
STATUE OF LIBERTY/ELLIS ISLAND card which is being 
sold by the USPS. Note that! call this a“card” rather than 
a souvenir card, since the USPS says they do not con- 
sider this to be a souvenir card. They refer to it as an “in- 
sert card” and, since it was not printed for them by the 
BEP, they do not consider it to be a part of their ongoing 
souvenir card releases. Even their Philatelic Catalog, 
issued bi-monthly, puts it under a different heading from 
their souvenir cards. Whatever they wish to call it, the 
SCCS has incorporated it into their numbering system as 
PS 61. 


While researching the errors it was found that PRINTERS 
ll in Tuxedo, Md. had produced this card, but efforts to 
communicate with them were ignored. Phone calls and 
letters to the USPS resulted in answers to many ques- 
tions, and these are listed below: 


1. 250,000 cards were printed and production of ad- 
ditional quantities are not planned. 
2. The cards were printed in sheets of 24 (4 X 6). 


3. The message from Lee lacocca, in black offset, was 
printed first, with the red and blue rule lines, also in 
offset, following. 

4. Separation into single cards followed the offset print- 
ing. 

5. The next step was the application of the 3%” circular 
Liberty design by embossing of a mylar foil which had 
been coated by the vaporization method, using copper 
removed from the Statue during its restoration. 

6. The silver top and bottom ribbons, with their message, 
was applied in a following embossing on another 
machine. 

7. Thelast step was insertion of the card into the preprint- 
ed philatelic covers. 


Those of our members who subscribe to LINN’S Stamp 
News might recall an article about this card, with illus- 
trations, in the issue of Jan. 20, 1986 which reported an 
error of the copper and silver embossings being applied, 
inverted, on the right hand side of the card, over the black 
text. (As shown in Fig.1).

With apologies to Paul Harvey, those of our members who 
are interested in error cards can now learn “the rest of the 
story.” 


What was not noticed in the LINN’S article was that in the 
phrase at top, left, LIBERTY ENLIGHTING THE WORLD/ 
CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 1886-1986, the word EN- 
LIGHTENING is not spelled ENLIGHTING.

In what is now called the “first design” by the USPS, see 
Fig. 2, the same misspelled word appears again. Since we

denies that this is what happened, and that the card was 
originally planned to appear with the black printed 
message above the copper embossed LIBERTY design, 
without ENLIGHTENING being misspelled, of course. 
Whatever, the silver embossed ribbons were added to 
achieve a more pleasing design, with more impact. 
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Figure 3 is a product of the first embossing press, with 
about 70% of LIBERTY in copper, and the remainder of 
the design showing as a colorless, die impression. 


In Figure 4 barely asmall, crescent-shaped sliver appears 
on the circular design, with the balance showing as a 
colorless die impression. 


Figure 5 illustrates the absence of any copper-coated 
mylar film whatsoever, but does have a complete, normal 
pressure, colorless die impression of LIBERTY. 


In Figure 6 you see a colorless double strike of the em- 
bossing die, one superimposed on the other, witha 11mm 
shift between the strikes, and with normal pressure be- 
tween strikes. 


Since the discovery of these cards in January, 1986 it is 
curious to note that only one of each variety, as above, 
has been reported to date. With a total issue of 250,000 it 
would seem that one or more additional errors would 
have surfaced by now. 


Special thanks are due to William L. Davidson, Director of 
the Office of Stamps and Philatelic Marketing, and alsoto 
John Spies, in the same division, for their assistance in my 
fact-gathering for this article.

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REVISION AND UPDATE—THE SCCS NUMBERING SYSTEM FOR 
BEP, USPS, AND SEMI-OFFICIAL SOUVENIR CARDS 


Curtis D. Radford, MD 
(SCCS 1) 


The following listing is an updating of the SCCS number- 
ing system for the souvenir cards of the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing & Printing, the United States Postal Service,and the 
private security printing companies of North America. 
The most recent update on these cards can_ be found in 
the Spring 1986 issue of the SCJ. This current listing 
adds those cards issued since the Spring 1986 issue was 
published. The second edition of the complete compila- 
tion of the SCCS numbering system isin progress and will 
be made available to members shortly. 


To review, this listing is a modification of the Bruns num- 
bering system that was voted upon by the SCCS mem- 
bership in 1981. It was chosen over a modified Bell sys- 
tem by a two to one margin. The main objective of our 
numbering system is to form a unified card identification 
system, compatible for use by collectors and dealers 
alike. Currently, there are three main numbering systems 
relating to souvenir cards in use; the SCCS system has 
become the most widely accepted and used system of 
the three. Russell Bell presently uses both his and the 
SCCS numbering systems in his price lists. The majority 
of the souvenir card dealers also use the SCCS number- 
ing system. Some day we hope that everyone will use the 
SCCS numbering system; you can assist the cause by 
using the system whenever you buy or sell souvenir 
cards. 


1. UPDATING OF THE LISTING OF BEP SOUVENIR 
CARDS. In the past, the BEP has kept records of both the 
cards printed and the number sold. Beginning with the 
TEXANEX-TOPEX card of 1983, the Bureau would no 
longer provide the information on how many cards were 
printed for internal reasons, and, since that time, only the 
final sales figures have been released. The BEP cards are 
listed with the prefix “B.” Numbers sold, both mint and 
post office cancelled (POC) are given below. The BEP 
Proof cards are sold only in mint condition. “INA” means 
“information not yet available.” 


2. UPDATING OF THE LISTING OF USPS SOUVENIR 
CARDS. The USPS issues only ‘production’ totals on its 
souvenir cards; these then are not actual sales totals. The 
souvenir cards, once printed, are then distributed to 
philatelic centers for sale. Unsold cards are destroyed 
with no records being kept on how many cards were sold 
or destroyed. This policy has been in affect since 1978. 
The last card the USPS retained sales totals on was the 
NAPOSTA’78 card. Hence, the column given below will 
be the USPS cards issued since the Spring 1986 issue of 
the SCJ with their printing totals. Joe Brockert of the 
USPS informs me that recent USPS cards have been sell- 
ing 33,000 to 40,000 copies. The prefix ‘PS’ stands for 
“Postal Service” cards. 


3. UPDATING OF THE LISTING OF THE PRIVATE 
SECURITY PRINTING COMPANY CARDS. The follow- 
ing listing contains a continuation of a listing of all the 
“semi-official” cards printed by the private security print- 
ing companies of North America. The last update ap- 
peared inthe Spring 1986 issue of the SCJ. Both U.S. and 
Canadian “semi-official” cards are listed together. This is 
because American printed cards have occasionally been 
issued in Canada. These cards are considered “semi- 
official” as they were printed by private security printing 
companies who also do governmental printing even 
though the cards themselves were not government 
sanctioned. This listing has included cards printed by 
such firms as the American Bank Note Company (ABNOC), 
United States Bank Note Company (USBNC), Canadian 
Bank Note Company (CBNC), British American Bank 
Note Company (BABNC), and Ashton Potter LTD (AP). The 
last card listed in the Spring ’86 issue was the ANA Mid- 
Year card of 1985, SO 41. The prefix “SO” stands for the 
term “semi-official.” Listed below are the “SO” cards 
issued since the ANA Mid-Year’85 card. Please note that 
the SCCS Statue of Liberty card currently for sale will be 
listed in a future update of the numbering system for 
forerunner “SO” cards. 


SO 42 NATD ’85 souvenir card (ABNC). Issued by the 
ABNC for the 53rd annual Convention of the National 
Association of Tobacco Distributors held 3/27/85 to 3/ 
31/85 in Atlanta, GA. The card features a central vignette 
of two tobacco growers examining tobacco leaves. Sur- 
rounding this is six different tobacco tax stamps printed 
by the ABNC. The card is printed in blue intaglio on cream 
colored paper. A total of 10,000 of the cards were printed 
by the ABNC. Approximately half of the cards were given 
out at the show. The remainder of the cards are in the 
hands of the ABNC and the SCCS. 


SO 43 SPMC-IBNS ’86 souvenir card (ABNC). Issued by 
the ABNC and given to the Society of Paper Money 
Collectors and the International Bank Note Society for 
distribution to their members. All members of these 
Societies paid up for 1986 received one of these cards. It 
consists of a vignette of the Statue of Liberty, decorative 
borders, and text printed in purple intaglio with orange 
offset. In addition, it is the first souvenir card to have a 
hologram as part of its design. A hologram of the Statue of 
Liberty is affixed in the lower left hand corner. A total of 
5,000 of these cards were printed and it appears that all 
of them were distributed. 


At long last the ANA has destroyed their left over souvenir 
cards dating back to 1979. A total of 69,042 souvenir 
cards were either destroyed or the bank note portions of 
the cards were cut out to be given away as momentos of 
visits to the ANA Museum. Unfortunately, the ANA lost a 
good deal of money on many of its souvenir cards. Final 
sales figures for the ANA souvenir cards are given 
below.

THE BUREAU OF ENGRAVING & 
PRINTING PORTRAIT-VIGNETTE 
SOUVENIR CARDS

The Bureau of Engraving & Printing began on August 
29th, 1862 as a branch of the Treasury Department and 
was located in the attic of the Main Treasury Building. 
This Department of the Treasury did not become known 
as the “Bureau of Engraving & Printing (BEP) until mid- 
September of 1868. This distinction is important as 
security printing printed before this date bears the in- 
scription “Engraved & Printed at the Treasury Depart- 
ment.” Items printed after that date have the inscription 
“Bureau of Engraving & Printing.” Although the BEP did 
not have an official souvenir card program until 1969, a 
multitude of souvenir engravings were issued by the BEP 
dating back to its earliest days. Basically, these souvenir 
cards can be divided up into two types; commemorative 
cards and portrait-vignette cards. The commemorative 
cards were issued as souvenirs for special events such 
as Presidential Inaugurals or Memorials, Building and 
Statue dedications, and various Expositions. Such cards 
usually contain various vignettes as well as some text 
concerning the event being commemorated. Portrait- 


vignette cards consist of portraits of famous people and 
vignettes of various scenes, allegorical figures, or 
buildings. These cards lack any text with the exception of 
the name of the item pictured on the card. Most of the 
portrait-vignette cards were souvenirs picturing a par- 
ticular person or building but they were not souvenirs of 
a special occasion or event. Granted, some were com- 
memorative in nature even though they lacked commem- 
orative text. This article will deal with the portrait-vi- 
gnette cardsan exciting but often overlooked branch of 
“forerunner” souvenir card collecting. 


Since the 1860's the BEP has printed a multitude of por- 
traits, figures, and scenes on individual souvenir cards. In 
the 1870’s and 1880’s the BEP distributed extremely 
limited numbers of “Specimen” books. These books con- 
tained between 125 and 150 different engravings of Pre- 
sidents, statesmen, allegorical figures, and buildings. 
Usually they were given out to prominent people and 
politicians—often with their names embossed on the 
covers in gold. Such books are quite rare intact and sell 
for thousands of dollars each. Many of the so-called 
“proofs” on the syngraphic market today are actually 
portrait-vignette cards removed from such “Specimen” 
books. In addition to these cards bound into “Specimen” 
books, many were distributed individually. 


The majority of the portrait-vignette cards printed before 
the turn of the century were not available to the general 
public. A few may have been simply printed as essays, 
proofs, or specimens of various designs which were later 
incorporated into bank notes, bonds, and other security 
printing. The majority, however, appear to have been 
printed for various politicians holding elected or appoint- 
ed positions in government. The BEP provided these por- 
trait vignette cards to the various politicians and other 
prominent personages perhaps to curry political favor for 
the often unpopular legislation calling for the BEP to 
print the nation’s currency rather than the private bank 
note companies. These politicians, in turn, handed out 
the portrait-vignette cards to their supporters and ad- 
mirers as souvenirs. Illustrated in figure number one is an 
early card featuring a vignette of William W. Belknap Sec- 
retary of War who, in 1876, was impeached for taking 
bribes. He was later acquitted. Figure number two 
features a vignette of Senator John Sherman from Ohio, 
author of the 1890 Sherman Anti-Trust Act. Both of these 
cards feature vignettes of prominent politicians and are 
autographed by them. Again, this suggets that these 
cards were provided by the BEP to politicians who gave 
them out to supporters, often with autographs, as 
souvenirs. 


Many of the portrait cards were prepared for the 
memorial address books of deceased Presidents, Vice 
Presidents,Senators, Congressmen, and other states- 
men. Beginning in the mid-1860’s, the Government Print- 
ing Office compiled the eulogies and memorial ad- 
dresses for prominent statesmen into limited edition, 
memorial address books. These memorial addresses 
were originally delivered before the House, the Senate or 
a joint session of Congress. The BEP was then called 
upon to prepare engraved portraits for the frontis-pieces 
of these books. Probably the first such memorial address

book was that issued following the assassination of Pres- 
ident Lincoln in 1865. The book, entitled MEMORIAL 
ADDRESS ON THE LIFE AND CHARACTER OF ABRA- 
HAM LINCOLN, was compiled by George Bancroft and 
printed by the Government Printing Office in 1866. It 
contains a portrait of Lincoln surrounded by an ornate, 
decorative border as a frontispiece (see figure number 
three). This early portrait was engraved and printed by 
the Treasury Department in the attic of the Main 
Treasury Building. Subsequent memorial address books 
contained BEP-printed frontispieces. Presidential memo- 
rial address books usually contained more elaborate 
frontispieces with the central portrait surrounded by 
vignettes of the Capitol, White House, allegorical figures, 
and black draped flags. Often these Presidential 
memorial books had frontispieces printed from the same 
plates as special commemorative memorial cards that 
were issued to members of Congress and other promi- 
nent people. 


As mentioned above, memorial address books were also 
issued for deceased Senators, Congressmen, and other 
notable statesmen. Since the frontispiece plates or 
cards were printed for a special, memorial occasion, they 
should be considered as commemorative cards. However, 
the plates used for printing the memorial cards were 
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often the same ones used to print portrait-vignette cards 
for that politician when he was alive and in office. Hence, 
the distinction between a portrait-vignette card and a 
commemorative card is often difficult to make. Quantities 
printed of these memorial address books and their fron- 
tispieces varied according to the prominence of the 
deceased statesman. For lesser known Congressmen, 
only 5-8,000 of the books would be printed. For more 
prominent Congressmen or Senators, 12-26,000 copies 
were printed. Presidential memorial address books 
usually had a press run of 25-26,000 copies. Hundreds of 
these memorial address books were published from the 
1860's into the 1920's. Around the turn of the century, 
most of the books had photogravure portraits from 
private printers rather than the steel engraved BEP print- 
ed plates. Beginning in the 1920's, memorial address 
books were only published for very noted, deceased 
statesmen or Presidents. The high costs of intaglio and 
photogravure printing led to the use of photographic por- 
traits in these books.

Other BEP printed portrait-vignette cards and com- 
memorative cards were used in Government Printing Of- 
fice (GPO) books. In the late 1800’s the BEP provided 
vignettes of newly constructed statues and monuments 
for special dedication books. Perhaps the most impor- 
tant of these was the 1885 DEDICATION OF THE 
WASHINGTON MONUMENT. This book contained a 
beautiful frontispiece card with vignettes of Washington 
and the Monument, along with text concerning the 
dedication. This frontispiece card was printed from the 
same plates used to print special souvenir cards and in- 
vitations (FB 1885A& B, see figures number four). A total 
of 14,500 of theWashington Monument books were print- 
ed along with 12,000 commemorative souvenir cards 
(FB 1885A) and 8,050 souvenir invitation cards (FB 
1885). 


A similar statue dedication book; EXERCISES AT THE 
CEREMONY OF UNVEILING THE STATUE OF JOHN 
MARSHALL was published in 1884 by the GPO. It also 
had a frontispiece card with a BEP vignette of the 
Marshall statue (see figure number five). There were 
12,550 of these books issued. Numerous other statue

dedication books were issued with BEP printed frontis- 
pieces including: Stephen Austin (18,377), Thomas H. 
Benton (18,470), F.P. Blair (18,470), President Garfield 
(12,000), Sam Houston (18,377), John J. Ingalls (18,350), 
O.P. Morton (18,494), Rochambeau (2,750), John Stark 
(18,494), General Thomas (4,707), and Miss Frances 
Willard (18,350). In 1900, another GPO book; CELEBRA- 
TION OF THE ONE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE SEAT OF GOVERN- 
MENT IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA was issued with 
a stunning BEP frontispiece card featuring a vignette of 
the dome of the U.S. Capitol along with text concerning 
the Capitol Centennial. A total of 7,000 copies of the 
Capitol Centennial book were distributed. In addition, 
2,750 souvenir cards with the same vignette as the fron- 
tispiece for the book were given out (FB 1900A, see 
figure number six). This vignette of the Capitol’s dome 
was later used by the Plate Printer’s Union on the frontis- 
piece cards to some of their Convention booklets. Like 
the memorial cards, the statue dedication and other 
cards mentioned above are really commemorative cards 
though they are closely related to the portrait-vignette 
cards. Again, this is because they were issued for a par- 
ticular event.

In 1897, the GPO used a number of portrait-vignette 
cards as frontispieces and plates in a ten volume set of 
books entitled; A COMPILATION OF THE MESSAGES 
AND PAPERS OF THE PRESIDENTS. The first edition 
had BEP vignettes of Washington, D.C. buildings as a 
frontispiece card to each volume (see figures number 
seven & eight). In each volume were BEP engraved por- 
traits of each of the Presidents up until that time. These 
Presidential portraits are the same as the ones that can 
be purchased today at the BEP Visitors Center. The only 
exception is the portrait of President Polk which is a dif- 
ferent vignette or pose from that which is available today 
(see figure number nine). According to BEP records, a 
total of 1,473,094 portraits and vignettes were printed 
for all editions of the “Compilations” costing about 
$23,000 in appropriations. A total of 6,000 sets of these 
books were printed for the first edition. Later editions 
were also printed but used photogravures or poor quali- 
ty reproductions of the original, intaglio portraits and 
vignettes instead. Of the first printing, 2,000 sets were 
“for the use of” the Senate and 4,000 sets were “for the 
use of” the Congress. Certainly Congress did not need 
6,000 sets for themselves and found a “use” for them by

giving them out to their supporters. Once again we see 
BEP portraits and vignettes, in a set of books, being used 
as political favors. It should be noted that nearly all the 
GPO memorial, dedication, and other commemorative 
books were printed as the result of Congressional 
resolutions ordering their production. The BEP, in turn, 
was often called upon to provide engraved portraits and 
vignettes for these souvenir publications. 


Initially, the fine BEP portrait-vignette cards were not 
available to the general public. Most likely the only way 
to get them was through the good graces of a friendly 
politician or by ordering the GPO books containing them. 
Public access to the GPO publications was limited by 
their cost and small printings. At the turn of the century, 
however, it appears that the BEP began to make their en- 
gravings available to the public. During this period the 
BEP set up exhibits at many of the larger national and in- 
ternational expositions. Included with their exhibits was 
a spider press, on which they would print commemora- 
tive portrait-vignette cards which were then sold to the 
public. Not long after this, the BEP began to make avail- 
able a series of engraved cards with portraits of the

Presidents and other statesmen as well as vignettes of 
famous national buildings. These were most likely sold 
to the public for a nominal charge. Just when the BEP 
began this program is not clear. 


The earlier portrait-vignette cards often had die im- 
pressions in the paper. Many had blue numbers printed 
on their backs, the significance of which is not evident 
(see figure number ten). During the 1950’s, the BEP 
often had a rubber stamped statement on the back: 
“THIS PRINT IS SOLD BY SPECIAL/PERMISSION OF 
THE SECRETARY OF/THE TREASURY. THE RESALE 
OF/THIS ITEM, OR FURTHER REPRODUC-/TION IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IS/STRICTLY FORBIDDEN.” From 
this, it is evident that the BEP was quite concerned about 
the possibility of their portrait-vignette cards being used 
for counterfeiting. They also wanted to make sure that 
the public would not profit from the resale of these cards. 
Perhaps this was why it took so many years for the BEP 
to make their portrait and vignette cards available to the 
public. Needless to say, these portrait-vignette cards are 
resold commonly for prices greater than for which they 
were originally sold. The more modern portrait-vignette 
cards from the 1960’s on are not usually embossed and 
do not have blue numbers or stamped statements on 
the back. 


Since the turn of the century, the BEP has produced a 
multitude of portrait and vignette cards, many of which 
were available to the public. Many of these engravings 
are still available from the BEP’s visitor center. Many 
others, however, are no longer available or have been 
discontinued due to pool sales. Due to the large number 
of the portrait-vignette cards issued over the years, it 
would be nearly impossible to list them all. Therefore, | 
will list below the portrait-vignette cards currently avail- 
able from the BEP with their prices. The numbers used 
are those used by the BEP for ordering the cards. The 
prefix “PV” has been added to represent “portrait- 
vignette” cards for the SCCS numbering system.

As noted earlier in this article, the early portrait-vignette 
cards were often autographed by the politicians who gave 
them out to their supporters (see figures number one & 
two). Later on, when these cards were made available to 
the general public, collectors would have autographs 
added to them. Presidential autographs are today very 
much in demand.Often Presidential autographs are mount- 
ed and framed with a steel engraved portrait of that 
President. It is, however, quite rare to find original and 
authentic Presidential autographs on the engraving 
itself—especially BEP portraits. Figure number eleven

features a BEP vignette of the White House with an 
autograph of President Calvin Coolidge. Pencilled on the 
back is the date “Nov. 25/27” indicating that it was signed 
by Coolidge on November 25th, 1927 while still in office. 
Presidential First Lady autographs are also becoming pop- 
ular. Figure number twelve shows a different BEP vignette 
of the White House with the autograph of Edith Kermit 
Roosevelt dated February 5th, 1909—the last year of her 
husband Theodore Roosevelt's second term. More recent 
examples of Presidential autographs on BEP portraits in- 
clude President Nixon in figure number thirteen and 
President Ford in figure fourteen. Other BEP portraits and 
vignettes can nicely be used for autographs such as the 
vignette of the Supreme Court in figure number fifteen 
autographed by the Justices on the Court.

Eventually collectors realized that these BEP engravings 
were also quite attractive when newly issued stamps were 
affixed and cancelled on them. The earliest example of a 
cancelled portrait-vignette card | have seenis illustrated in 
figure number sixteen. It consists of a portrait card of 
Washington with a block of the 1¢ green Washington 
stamps cancelled with the 8/26/54 SPA Convention Sta- 
tion cancel. Above this the recent 22¢ Washington stamp 
was affixed and cancelled first day of issue at AMERI- 
PEX ’86. 


Undoubtedly portrait-vignette cards exist with earlier can- 
cellations, however, when they were first prepared is not 
known. The large BEP portraits were also used for first day

cancellations as can be seen in figure number seventeen. 
It consists of a large vignette of President Theodore 
Roosevelt affixed with a plate block of the 6¢ Roosevelt 
stamp first day cancelled on 11/18/55. Occasionally, one 
will find a BEP portrait-vignette card from the 1950’s or 
60’s that is no longer available today with stamps and first 
day cancellation (see figure number eighteen). In any 
event, these early first day cancelled portrait-vignette 
cards were the predecessors to the show cancelled 
souvenir cards of today.

Since many of the BEP portrait cards are of the Presidents, 
collectors have also found them useful for applying in- 
auguration day cancels. The earliest example of this | have 
seen is for Presdient Eisenhower's second inauguration on 
January 21st, 1957 (see figure number nineteen). 
Because the BEP engraved and printed each President's 
portrait after he was elected to office, inauguration cancels 
are only possible on the portraits of Presidents elected toa 
second term. President Johnson was elected as President 
only once but served prior to this as President following 
President Kennedy's assassination. Hence, inauguration 
day cancels are known on the BEP portrait cards of Presi- 
dent Johnson (See figure number twenty). The most recent 
BEP Presidential portrait cards are of President Reagan. 
They too could be cancelled on the date of his second in- 
auguration, January 20th, 1985. Figure number twenty one 
shows such a card which also was cancelled at the 1984 
Republican convention. 


In more recent years, collectors have taken an interest in 
“unofficial” first day cancels in addition to the “official” first 
day cancels. “Official” first day cancels are the typical bar 
cancels with the words “FIRST DAY OF ISSUE” such as 
those seen in figures 17 and 18. These cancels are 
authorized by the USPS for use only in the officially 
designated first day city. “Unofficial” first day cancels, then, 
are when a stamp is cancelled on the date of issue with a 
cancel other than the “FIRST DAY OF ISSUE” cancel— 
preferably in a location other than the official first day city. 
These cancels, of course, are prepared by collectors who 
express mail or drive the items for cancellation to another 
site. Examples of “unofficial” first day cancels are seen in 
figures number twenty two and twenty three. Figure num- 
ber twenty two consists of the BEP small portrait card of 
President Washington affixed with three copies of the 
1982, 20¢ stamp issued 2/22/82 to commemorate the 
250th anniversary of Washington’s birth. “Unofficial” first

day cancels were then applied in Mount Vernon and Alex- 
andria, Virginia — one of which is a pictorial anniversary 
cancel. Figure number twenty three shows the same card 
“Unofficially” first day cancelled at the George Washington 
Station in Alexandria, Virginia. This card utilized nine dif- 
ferent stamps illustrating the pleasing appearance created 
when matching or thematic stamps are used. 


Only a very limited number of philatelic and numismatic 
organizations are honored by the BEP issuing a current 
day souvenir card at their shows. Some groups issue 
their own privately produced cards which takes a con- 
siderable amount of time and money to produce and 
market. Other organizations have privately overprinted 
“official” BEP or USPS souvenir cards to produce unique 
souvenirs for their shows. For the collector with limited 
resources who wants to create his own card rather than 
buy those already produced for him, portrait-vignette 
cards provide an outlet. At AMERIPEX ’86 a set of four 
souvenir sheets were issued with stamps featuring all 
the deceased Presidents as well as the White House. 
Some collectors purchased the complete set of the BEP 
Presidential portraits (large and small vignettes) and a 
White House vignette and affixed the corresponding 
stamps from the newly issued souvenir sheets for first 
day cancellation. This author used the 1938 set of Presi- 
dent stamps for franking the cards as well. These cards 
were then sent all around the country for the USPS spe- 
cial Presidential Birthplace cancellations from 7/4/86 to 
5/29/87. The net result was a set of uniquely cancelled 
souvenir cards prepared to acollector’s own preferences 
(see figure number twenty four). Other collectors pre- 
pared similar sets of cards. 


Souvenir card collectors can enhance their collections 
by creating their own cards right from their own homes. 
This can be done by watching new stamp releases that 
have the same theme or design as one of the BEP

portrait-vignette cards. The stamp and card can be 
purchased, the stamp is then affixed to the card, and the 
card is then sent in to the USPS for the first day cancella- 
tion. The USPS allows the collector at least 30 days

following the first day of issue date to submit the franked 
card for cancellation. Collectors can also prepare their 
own cards by having portrait-vignette cards franked with 
thematic stamps and cancelled with a thematic, pictorial 
cancellation. Every day of the year various organizations 
around the country prepare special, pictorial cancels to 
commemorate special occasions, conventions, or an- 
niversaries. Collectors can find out about first day can- 
cels and pictorial cancels in advance by subscribing to a 
philatelic publication such as Linn’s Stamp News. Unlike 
first day cancellations, there is no 30-day grace period 
for the various pictorial cancels available around the 
country. The card with affixed stamps must arrive at the 
site of cancellation on or before the cancel date. An ex- 
ample of a homemade souvenir card with a special pic- 
torial cancellation can be found in figure number 
twenty five. 


In summary, the BEP has issued souvenir portrait- 
vignette cards since the 1860's. Initially, these cards 
were available either individually or in large “Specimen” 
books to prominent politicians and individuals only. 
Some of these cards were bound into commemorative 
books for memorials, statue dedications, and the like. 
Not long after the turn of the century, the BEP began to 
make portrait-vignette cards available to the general 
public. Most of these cards feature Presidents, noted 
statesmen, buildings, and various government seals. 
Just exactly when the BEP began to sell these cards is 
not yet clear. Both before and after the turn of the cen-

tury, collectors had the prominent statesmen pictured on 
these cards autograph them. In the mid-1950’s, or 
perhaps before, collectors began to affix newly issued 
stamps to these portrait-vignette cards and have them 
first day cancelled. Presidential portrait cards were also 
cancelled with inauguration day cancellations. In later 
years, interest developed in “unofficial” first day cancels 
in addition to the “official” first day cancels. Many collec- 
tors are creating their own unique souvenir cards by af- 
fixing matching or thematic stamps to a portrait-vignette 
card and having first day, inaugural, or pictorial can- 
cellations applied. 


Portrait-vignette souvenir cards are forerunners to the 
current day souvenir card program developed by the 
BEP in 1969. Hence, portrait-vignette cards predate 
current souvenir cards by over one hundred years. In ad- 
dition, current practices of having today’s show cards 
autographed and show cancelled can be traced back to 
early collectors of portrait-vignette cards. In short, 
portrait-vignette cards are an old and often overlooked 
branch of the souvenir card hobby. It is possible, 
however, that there will be tremendous growth in this 
branch of the hobby in years to come. It is interesting to 
note that the so called “proof” cards now being issued by 
the BEP are no more than glorified portrait-vignette 
cards. This author hopes that the BEP will continue to 
utilize its archive of old engraved plates to print many 
more portrait-vignette cards in the future.

I have just completed my updating 
of ASDA, ASDA-Chapter, and APS 
cards. Rob Reiner, SCCS 1195, 
wrote me, “i sing it hard to 
believe that 500 cards [Rob is 
referring to ASDA-103 and -104] 
is an authorized printing. Sure- 
ly there must be more than 500 
collectors. What is the purpose 
of the ASDA short printing these 
cards? Possibly to create in- 
terest by lack of cards?” 


My thoughts on the low printing 
quantity for the LISDA ’87 and 
HOUSTON ’87 cards is that Joe 
Savarese (ASDA Executive Direc- 
tor) and the two women in his 
office (Edna and Joan, terrific 
gals) are just too busy to keep a 
large inventory on _ hand. It 
presents a physical property 
problem plus a labor problem. 


I was going to let it go at that 
and let you folks out there come 
up with your own ideas but my 
curiosity got the best of me and 
I called New York to get the 
answer directly from Joe, but he 
was on another line. Edna an- 
swered the telephone and I gave 
her my thoughts as outlined in my 
letter to Rob Reiner. Edna gave 
me an answer that negated the 
necessity of talking to Joe per- 
sonally. She replied that my 
observations were only partially 
correct. The big reason for the 
small printing quantity for these 
two shows is that the shows them- 
selves do not warrant a larger 
number. The attendance is just 
not that much.

I don’t believe that 
the ASDA is deliberately creating

3. Bid by lot number only. Multiple item lots will not be 
broken. The earliest postmark will decide tie bids. 
Bidding in odd amounts (example: $5.03 instead of $5.00) 
will greatly reduce the possibility of tie bids. 


4, Bid only on those lots that are wanted. Single bids on 
multiple lots cannot be accepted. An example of this 
would be: “Please place a bid of $10 on Lot 93 or Lot 94 
or Lot 95.

ONE MAN’S FUN

It was a cold and snowy morning, 
the first week of January, when I 
packed the car. and proceeded 
to head south from New York City. 
This was the first time I would 
be attending a major coin show 


and I was excited with 
anticipation. Not that I’m a 
coin collector, but I was well 
aware that the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing (BEP) 
would be in attendance and would 
be issuing a souvenir card 
commemorating the event. Of 


course the warm Florida sunshine 
would be an added benefit. 


After an overnight stay in South 
Carolina, I continued south to 
Orlando, Florida. The weather at 
this point was clear and sunny as 
I drove into Walt Disney Village, 
and approached the beautiful 
Buena Vista Hotel. It was about 
noon time, and as I entered the 
parking lot, I could see dozens 
of people leaving their cars and 
hustling to the entrance of the 
convention center. The parking 
area was filled, and it took 15 
minutes to find an empty space. 


I took my attache case and into 
the convention I went. There 
were people everywhere. Upon 
inquiring, I learned that the 
coin dealers were located in 
three large ballrooms and that 
the BEP and U.S. Postal Service 
were in the room to the extreme 
left. 


I proceeded quickly to the 
designated location, and there it 
was, the BEP in action. They 
were giving 4 printing 
demonstration, and people were 
milling around everywhere. 


The showcases were well lit, and 
contained U.S. currency. One 
case displayed souvenir cards 


currently on sale, including the 
new 125th anniversary card. 
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The regular cards were for. sale 
at $3.00 each which was a nice 
Savings from having to buy them 
from Washington at the $4.00 
rate. I bought several of each 
including the new FUN card which 
I wanted to get show cancelled on 
the first day. 


In looking further at the show- 
case, I noticed that the 125th 
anniversary card had a price 
sticker of $15.00. Wanting to 
show my expertise as a card col- 
lector, and being aware that the 
widely advertised price was to be 
$10.00 at the show, I was anxious 
to have the error corrected. I 
got the attention of the nearest 
BEP clerk and informed him of my 
observation. I was shocked when 
I got his answer. It seems that 
the BEP took 1,000 of the anni- 
versary cards, and had them em- 
bossed with a logo commemorating 
the FUN 1987 convention. Price 
for this particular card was to 
be $15.00 and sold only at the 
show. 


I was surprised that I had not 
read anything about this new card 
in the many coin and stamp 
newspapers that I subscribe to 
before coming to the show. 


From the small amount sold prior 
to 2:00 p.m., it was obvious that 
others were not aware of the 
embossed logo card as well. I 
bought several of these cards and 
took them to the USPS booth for 
show cancels. They were applying 
cancels in both blue and black 
ink so I got a couple in each 
color. 


While in line for the cancels, I 
encountered my next experience. 
The fellow behind me was all 


excited, and he whispered in my 
ear that I should buy more than 
four cards, that this was a 
limited issue that few knew 
about, and waS going to be 
scarce. 
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I guess at some point in time, 
the factor of greed overcomes 
most of us, and so I proceeded to 
buy an additional quantity of the 
cards in both mint and show can- 
celled state. CEd. Note: Show- 
cancelled embossed cards are not 
normally sold by the BEP.] I was 
surprised that in view of the 
limited supply available, there 
wasn’t a limit on the amount that 
could be purchased. Needless to 
say, if funds were available to 
me, I could have purchased vir- 
tually the entire issue. The BEP 
seemed more interested in the 
sellout of these cards than with 
getting a wider distribution over 
the four days of the show. 


The BEP staff at the show were 
polite, courteous, and very 
informative. After I had spent 
about three hours at the _ BEP 
location, in the late afternoon 
the embossed logo cards were 
completely sold out. 


My observations indicate that a 
little more than half the cards 
were show cancelled in either 
blue or black ink. The balance 
were retained in their mint 
state. Whether or not these 
embossed logo cards for FUN 1987 
will become scarce is difficult 
to predict, but I do believe they 
will increase in value from their 
original issue price.

THREE NEW BUREAU CARDS FOR GENA 


The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing has announced the release 
of three cards at the Great 
Eastern Numismatic Association 
(GENA) meeting set for Cherry 
Hill, NJ. On September 18, the 
opening day of the show, the BEP 
will issue a show card reproducing 
the back of the 1907 $10 Gold 
Certificate (the front appeared on 
the LOBEX card of last October); 
the last of its embossed Anniver- 
sary cards; and the first of its 
Fiscal Year 1988 intaglio prints. 


The two new cards will be the 
first in the Bureau’s Constitution 
Series, which will see a total of 
eight Fiscal Year 1988 cards. The 
first cards will come out before 
the new Fiscal Year begins’ on 
October 1. Following GENA on the 
Bureau’s calendar are SESCAL in 


California (October 16-18) and 
Hawaii Numismatic Association 
(November 12-15). Details on 


these and subsequent cards will 
appear in future issues of this 
journal. 


A new intaglio print will be pro- 
duced using the original die made 
for an earlier celebration of the 
Constitution. The illustration 
shows the shields of 44. states. 
Two additional versions of these 
prints will be issued, one at FUN 
and the other at ANA-Cincinnati. 
GENA’s version will be brown. 


Prices will go up on both the 
basic show card and on the new 
intaglio print. The price of the 
show card jumps from $3 to $4 at 
the show and at the Visitors Cen- 
ter in Washington, DC, and to 
$5.50 by mail. Post Office can- 
celled (POC) cards will run $4.25 
at the BEP and $5.75 by mail. 


The print will now cost $20 at the 
show and the Visitors Center, and 
$22.50 by mail. 


Mail orders for 10 or more of the 
same item earn a 50-cent per item 
discount. 


A subscription program will also 
be available for the new Fiscal 
Year. Information will be an- 
nounced shortly. 


Sales of all cards will continue 
while supplies last, or until the 
end of 1988. Print totals will he 
7500 for numismatic cards, 6500 
for philatelic cards, and 2500 for 
each of the intaglio prints. 


A special folder will accompany 
the intaglio print. Descriptive 
information on the card will be on 
the inside of the folder. A flap 
at the bottom will keep the en- 
closed card from falling out. 


For seven of the eight shows, the 
$4 card will also contain the 
shield for the appropriate state 
where the show is being held, 
taken from the die used for the 
special print. Since Hawaii was 
not part of the Union when the 
original die was created, the BEP 
will use a vignette from an old 
Post Office commemorative for that 
state.

Although this is a worthwhile 
corollary to any souvenir card 
collection, the Bureau’s "125th 
Souvenir Portfolio” remains a 
product in search of a mission. 
Despite the quality of the illus- 
trations contained in the book- 
let, none of the reproductions 
are printed in intaglio. 
Furthermore, “housing” the cards 
in the portfolio may not afford 
them much protection, considering 
the probable sulfur content of 
the paper and the likelihood of 
the cards creasing because of 
natural slippage. Remember the 
folder for "housing” the 1975 IWY 
card issued by the Bureau?

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many of these relatively scarce 
cards have been irreparably 
damaged through prolonged storage 
in the folder?
